Price commission action indi- 
cated expectation that the pay 
board majority will hold down 
future raises to its 5.5 per cent 
guideline.

Vote staves off strikebreaking 


Striking Machinists and Paint- 
ers at Berkeley and Oakland 
plants of the Utility Body Com- 
pany have staved off a threat of 
strikebreaking~ at least for sev- 
eral weeks— by overwhelmingly 
rejecting a management offer. 


Members of Automotive Ma- 
chinists Lodge 1546 and Auto, 
Marine & Specialty Painters Lo- 
eal 1176 struck the company 
November 16 after negotiations 
failed to produce agreement on 
wages and pensions. 


Here’s how their vote stalled 
strikebreaking: 

Last month, management rep- 
resentatives began distributing 
letters to pickets asking strik- 
ers to return to work. 

“It is our intention to hire 
permanent employes on or af- 
ter January 3, 1972 as a replace- 


ment for all employes who do 
not return to work on the above 
date,” the letter warned. 


Business Representatives C. 
IL. McMonagle of Lodge 1546 
and Leslie K. Moore of Local 
1176 met management and em- 
plover representatives offered 
to hold off on strikebreaking 
for 30 days from January 3 if 
its last offer were submitted to 
a vote by strikers. 

The offer was made on No- 
vember 24, eight days after the 
strike began, and had not been 
referred for a vote because ne- 
gotiators considered it inferior 
to the last pre-strike rejected 
offer. 

The unions agreed and the 
strikers voted the November 24 
proposal down, 96 to 16. 

With the rejection, a meeting 


was tentatively scheduled for 
the last week of January to 
attempt to resurae bargainine. 


Along with the strikebreak- 
ing letter, management handed 
pickets certificates worth $7.50 
against the price of a turkey at 
a grocery chain. * 

McMonagle said a complaint 
had been filed with the state la- 
bor commissioner, charging 
that management daily news- 
paper advertisements for strike- 
breakers violated the Labor 
Code by not identifying the ad- 
vertiser. Be 

The ads were discontinued 
prior to the vote by strikers.

Since this is the time of New 
Year’s resolutions, I think all of 
us should make some _ resolu- 
tions with regard to our Union. 
It has been truly said so many 
times that “the union is only as 
strong as you (the members) 
make it: “What are the steps 
necessary for strengthening it? 

First, we must all of uS see to 
it that our contracts are en- 
forced. The contract isn’t worth 
the paper it’s written on if the 
members don’t see that it’s 
lived up to. As a first step in 
this direction, I will be visiting 
some of the labs and offices 
where we still don’t have stew- 
ards. We must elect stewards in 
these places so that the griev- 
ances that come up will be 
taken up in the proper manner. 
It doesn’t mean that the stew- 
ard by himself.is responsible for 
policing the contract. This is 
every member’s job: There have 
been many violations of our 
contract in the past that have 
not been taken up because our 
members ignored them. We 
must begin to let the boss know 
that we have a Union that is on 
the job not only at contract ne- 
gotiation time but all the time. 

Second. we must tackle the 
job of organizing the unorganiz- 
ed in our industry. We could 
have a Union many times its 
present strength if we were to 
organize the commercial lab 
technicians as well as the hun- 
dreds of dental assistants and 
other people emploved in the 
various dentist offices. Such 
additional organization would 
not only help us numerically 
and theerfore financially but

Labor members noted that 
more than half of the aerospace 
pay raise was catchup cost-of- 
living pay denied the workers 
under previous contracts which

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A clear example of 
Phase IT unfairness 


On the same day last week President Nixon's Phase Il 
apparatus knocked down an aerospace pay raise and approv- 
ed a fee increase for Kaiser health care in Northern California. 

This only demonstrates again that Nixon "stabilization" 
isa stacked deck against working people. 


It is the most dramatic of many recent indications that 
Nixon intends your paycheck to carry the weight of his "stab- 
ilization" while he only pretends to control prices. 


Any aerospace worker who has Kaiser care will see it 
clearly as increasing his future expenses while reducing the 
future income which must pay for it. 


A significant further demonstration that wages are in- 
tended to carry the burden is the Nixon price commission's 
decision that Kaiser's next pay raise will be at the Nixon pay 
board's 5.5 per cent limit. 


That was the reason the price commission gave for shav- 


ing Kaiser's request for a 12.1 per cent fee boost to 10.32 
per cent. 


Kaiser asked for an increase nearly five times what Nixon 
says will be the future allowable rise in prices per year. His 
price commission cut it back to four times that much. 


The aerospace raise, which Nixon's board calls inflation- 
ary, was less than two and one-half times the board's quide- 
line—and most of it is delayed cost-of-living catchup pay. 


We hope that the price commission's expectation of 
rigidly controlled Kaiser is not a tipoff on what Phase Il 
the future nor an index of what 
the government will do to their recently-won 8.2 per cent 
Bay Area raise. 


Whatever happens, we hope hospital workers and all 
workers will remember in November that Nixon "'stabiliza- 


wee 


tion" is another way of penalizing them. 


Tax justice not yet achieved 


Back in 1969, Congress wrestled with the Nixon admin- 
istration and won a measure of tax justice. 


But that bill does not furnish as much justice as hard- 
pressed working people need. 


Congressman Henry S. Reuss, a liberal Wisconsin Demo- 
crat and longtime fighter against tax privileges for the rich, 
disclosed in 1969 that at least 155 persons who received in- 
comes of $200,000 or more in 1967 had paid no federal in- 
come fax. 


Last week, he announced new figures showing that in 1970 
the number of $200,000-and-up wealthy individuals who es- 
caped federal tax had dwindled only to 112. 


That is disquieting to workers as we start a new year 
feeling a heavy tax bite. 


It seems that while death is certain, taxes are not if you 
are rich enough. 


“What is needed is a full-scale loophole plugging tax 
bill to make sure that everyone pays his fair share in taxes, 
says Congressman Reuss. 


Still unplugged is the loophole which spares investors in 
municipal bonds. The wealthy oil industry escapes taxes it 
should pay by exemption of an intangible drilling expense 
item. 


“What we ought to do is simply close the loopholes that 
cilmen, wealthy executives, real estate speculators and those 
with great inherited wealth use to escape faxes,” says the 
Congressman. 


Looking at our own taxes, we agree wholeheartedly.

200,000 may get 
13 weeks more 
of jobless pay 


Up to 200,000 Californians 
and more than 1,000,000 Amer- 
icans may be entitled to an ad- 
ditional 13 weeks of unemploy- 
ment benefits—and labor noted 
this week that most of them 
don’t know about it. ; 

If joblessness in California 
rises to 6.5 per cent by Febru- 
ary—as expected—the 200,000 
will qualify for the additional 
help under a bill passed by Con- 
gress in December. Joblessness 
in December was 6 per cent in 
the state. 

The bill, by Washington Sen- 
ator Warren Magnuson, would 
have granted the additional 
help when joblessness rose to 7 
per cent but the 6.5 per cent 
figure was amended into it 
through efforts of California 
Democratic Senator John V. 
Tunney. 

To qualify, a jobless worker 
must have received unemploy- 
ment benefits some time during 
the last 12 months, is still job- 
less but has used up benefits. 
Those on the jobless pay rolls 
will get the extension automat- 
ically. 

The program is a one-time 
shot, expiring October 1. It be- 
eomes effective February 1.

San Franciscans should be 
made aware of the danger in 
volved in their unique location, 
they should not accept a sub- 
standard code, on piping that 
can’t hold up under extreme 
conditions. 

This type of pipe may be just 
fine for other cities, states and 
our Federal Government, ' but 
not for San Francisco schools, , 
homes or high rise. ‘ 

This is not a crank letter, as 
you can see I am quite upset 
over being told that we must 
Swap safety for federal money 
we may never even get. I was 
born in the Bay Area, and have 
spent most of my life here; 
most of my family on both sides 
went through the earthquake ' 
and fire. wre 

I would just like to be sure 
that every San Franciscan, 
when in trouble can open a fau- 
cet and get water.
